About Some Matters of Food Regulations. 

In regard to the Food Administration in this county I 
have a few words to say that are somewhat personal. In 
the first place, let me say that I am serving as Food Ad- 
ministrator without a cent salary or compensation. I do 
this as a patriotic duty, and do it willingly although the 
duties take a considerable portion of my time. As my 
duties are principally the enforcing the prices and quanti- 
ty of sales of food products, it is with the merchants that 
I have to deal mostly. And as there are ninety merchants 
in Morgan county, the furnishing them with the various 
rulings of the Food Administration involves a correspon- 
dence of such magnitude that it would require more time 
than can be crowded in the 24 hours to properly attend to 
it. Consequently, I have decided to make all announce- 
ments and rulings public through the Licking Valley Cou- 
rier. Notice of my decision to do this will be mailed to 
each merchant, and after that time they must depend on 
the announcements through the paper for their guidance.

Military Necessity Calls for Greater Sacrifice Here— Alii 
Bread Must Be Maintained — Our Soldier! and 
Sailors to Have Full Allowance. 



If we are to furnish the Allies with the necessary propor- 
tion of wheat to maintain their war bread from tfow until the 
next harvest, and this is a military necessity, we must reduce 
our monthly consumption to 21,000,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 50 per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa- 
tion as set forth by the U. S. Food Administration at Washing- 
ton. Reserving a margin for distribution to the army and for 
special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
1 l /> pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration’s statement continues: Many of our consumers 
are dependent upon bakers’ bread. Such bread must be durable 
and therefore, requires a larger proportion of wheat products 
than cereal breads baked in the household. Our army and 
navy require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our population 
can make greater sacrifices in the consumption of wheat 
products than can the poor. In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun- 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and industrial populations. 

With improved transportation conditions we now have avail- 
able a surplus of potatoes. We also have in the spring months 
a surplus of milk, and we have ample corn and oats lor human 
consumption. The drain on rye and barley, as substitutes has 
already greatly exhausted the supply of these grains. ’ '

There has arisen a confusion of ideas as to the sale of 
flour. Here are the only ways that are permitted: First, 
a pound of cornmeal, or other flour substitutes, must be 
sold with each pound of flour, unless, Second, the custom- 
er has had ground from his own corn, or has purchased 
elsewhere, and has for immediate use, meal, or other 
flour substitutes, for each pound of flour purchased. And 
the purchaser must sign a certificate to that effect. 

I want, especially, to call the attention of the mer- 
chants to the fact that it is a violation of the law, by both 
merchant and customer, to take or give a certificate unless 
there has been an actual sale of flour. Nor can the meal, 
or other substitutes, be balanced against more than ont 
purchase of flour, A pound of substitutes must be con- 
sumed for each pound of flour. 1 k

Every father should, and doubt 
less does, feel this laudable p.'ide in their soldier sons 
Next to being a soldier in this war, being the father of : 
soldier is the next honor, and we should le ashamed if w 
are not willing to do all we can to aid them. When ask- 
ing my permission to enlist my boy said, “My countn 
needs me, and I am strong and able to go.” That argu 
ment was unanswerable. I had to yield. Do we who ar. 
called upon to do the things that are necessary to enabk 
our boys to win, feel that call: “My country needs me.’ 

If we feel that our country needs us we will have that de 
termination to do our part, no matter what it may be. 1 
have no patience with that phrase, “do your bit.” Bit 
means little. Every man who has sensed the tremendous 
issues at stake in this war feels anxious to do his ALL t( 
help win the war.

Through the action of the Federal Government, what 
promised to be a famine in farm labor has apparently been 
averted. The work of the United States Employment 
Service of the Department of Labor is bringing relief to 
conditions that until recently were the cause of grave con- 
cern. 

The scarcity of farm labor may still be felt in some 
sections. Where this is the case the greatest publicity 
should be given to the fact that the Employment Service 
stands ready at all times to co-operate with the farmers 
in remedying the trouble. 

In any community suffering from a scarcity of farm 
labor, an application to your postmaster will bring a blank 
form that, when properly filled out and forwarded to Wash- 
ington according to directions, will put that community in 
touch with the Employment Service. The heads of this 
service wish the country to know that to date the service 
has been able to supply labor to meet all calls, and hopes 
to be able to meet all future calls. 

Farmers needing help and unable to secure it, should 
not hesitate to call on this department, which was created 
primarily for their retief. T.ie Government is urgent that 
no land in the United States lies idle this year if it is pos- 
sible to bring it under cultivation. To this end, farmers 
who, with proper help, would be enabled to increase their 
acreage of crops, should avail themselves of the Employ- 
ment Service and exert themselves to the utmost to pro- 
duce bumper crops.

(Rudyard Kipling knows war. H« 
knows world politics and relations. 

He knows Qermany. And he has paid 
his toll — the life of his only son — to 
defeat her.

There 
Is no way of carrying It on unless we 
let America have the money to use for 
It. Kipling gives some straight, 
sound, reasons why the people of this 
country must buy Liberty Bonds. — 
Editor.) 

By RUDYARD KIPLING, 

(In a Speech at Folkstone.) 

From time to time the represent 
tlvefi of the Allies meet together and 
lay down what the war-alms of the Al- 
lies are. From time to time our 
statesmen repeat them. They all 
agree we are fighting for freedom and 
liberty, for the right of small States 
to exist, and for nations to decide for I 
themselves how they are to be gov- 
erned. All this we understand and 
perfectly believe. That is the large 
view of the situation. What Is the 
personal aspect of the case for you 
and me? 

We are fighting for our lives, the 
lives of every man, woman, and child ! 
here and everywhere else. W® are I 
fighting that we may not be herded 
Into actual slavery such as the Ger- 
mans have established by force of 
their arras in large parts of Europe. 
We are fighting against eighteen 
hours a day forced labor under the 
lash or at the point of the bayonet, 
with a dog’s death and a dog’s burial 
at the end of It. We are fighting that 
men, women, and children may not be 
tortured, burned, and mutilated In the 
public streets, as has happened In this 
town and In hundreds of others. And 
we will go on fighting till the race 
who have done these things are In no 
position to continue or repeat their 
offense. 

No Half-way House 'Tween 
Victory and Defeat. 

If for any reason whatever we fall 
short of victory — and there Is no half- 
way house between victory and de- 
feat — what happens to us? This: 
Every relation, every understanding, 
every decency upon which civilization 
has been so anxiously built up will 
go — will be washed out, because It 
will have been proved unable to en- 
dure. 

The whole Idea of democracy — 
which at bottom la what the Hun 
fights against — will be dismissed 
— ■frOTr-men'* t a lwSs . -fcMtiiic It will 
have been shown Incapable of 
maintaining Itself against the 
Hun. It will die; and It will die 
discredited, together with every 
belief and practice that Is based 
on IL 

The Hun ideal, the Hun's root-no- 
tions of life, will take Its place 
throughout the world. Under that dis- 
pensation man will become once more 
the natural prey, body and goods, of 
bis better-armed neighbor. Women 
will be the mere Instrument for con- 
tinuing the breed, the vessel of man's 
lust and man’s cruelty; and labor will 
become a thing to be knocked on the 
head If It dares to give trouble, and 
worked to death If It does not. 

And from this order of life 
there will be no appeal, no possi- 
bility of any escape. This Is what 
the Hun means when he says ha 
Intends to Impose German 
KULTUR — which Is the German 
religion — upon the world. This la 
precisely what the world has 
banded itself together to resist 
It will take every ounce In us; It 
will try us out to the naked tout. 
Our trial will not be made less by 
the earnest advice and suggestions 
that we should accept some sort of 
compromise, which means detent, put 
forward by Hun agents and confed- 
erates among us. They are busy In 
that direction already. 

— — Or Earth Becomes 
A Hell Without Hope. 

But be sure of this: Nothing — 

nothing we may have to endure now 
will weigh one featherweight com- 
pared with what we shall most cer- 
tainly have to suffer If for any cause 
we fall of victory. 

The war must go on. The more 
we have suffered In this war,* the 
more clearly do we see this necessity 
Our hearts, our reason, every Instinct 
In us that lifts us above the mere 
brute, show us that the war must go 
on. Otherwise earth becomes a hell 
without hope. The men, the ships, 
the munitions must go forward to the 
war, and behind them must come the 
money, without which nothing can 
move. Where our hearts are there 
must our treasure be also. There has 
been a great deal of money spent In 
England lately, several millions a day 
for the last twelve hundred daya. 
That means that many people have 
bad the chance of earning more 
money than they could have earned 
In peace times. • • •

Grocers of the nation have accepted 
enthusiastically the 60-50 Dual* for me 
purchase of wheat Hour and are doi.ig 
their utmost to explain the new regu- 
lation to the housewife. This ruling by 
the U. 8. hood Administration requires 
each purchaser of wheat Hour to Huy 
one pound of cereal subsi' n •. one 
kind or ussorteil, for every ,id of 
wheut flour. It was necessary to re- 
strict the use ol wheat flour 1" order 
that the allies and our llghtlu, :orces 
abroad might lie ussured of au ade- 
quate supply of wheat to meet their 
vlial needs. This supply must come 
from our savings because w e have al- 
ready sent our normal surplus. 

Wheal saving pledge cards were for- 
warded by the Food Administration to 
all retail food merchants, and these 
are being signed and posted In stores 
throughout the country. Tills card 
states, "We pledge ourselves loyally to 
carry out the Food Administration pro- 
gram. In accordance with this order 
we will not sell any wheat flour except 
where the purchaser buys an equal 
weight of one or more of the following, 
a greater use of which la the home 
will save wheat: 

"Cornmeal, corn flour, edible corn 
starch, hominy, corn grits, barley flour, 
potato flour, sweet potato flour, so.v 
bean flour, feterltn flour and meals, 
rice, rice flour, ontmeul, rolled outs and 
buckwheat flour.” 

Some confusion has resulted on the 
part of the consumer in construing 
this “60-50” ruling to mean that an 
equal amount In value of substitutes 
-must be purchased with wheat flour 
Tlds Is a mistaken Idea. The ruling 
states that the consumer In purchasing 
flour shnll 



It Pays to Save the Manure. 

Every ton of manure saved in good con- 
dition is worth fiom $2 to $5. Some- 
thing more than half the value ol manuie 
is in the liquid excrement, and in order to 
save this he must see that his stalls are 
well-bedded with some good absorbing 
material. Roberts has computed the value 
ol the combined solid and liquid excreta 
to be nearly one-half the cost of the leed. 
In his calculation, the value is based en- 
tirely upon its content of nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid and potash. He did not take 
into account the huinus of which the ph • - 
sical and bacteriological effects upon the 
soil are extremely important. 

The very best way to handle manure is 
to apply it to the field as last as made. 
This prevents fermentation and allows the 
nitrogen and other elements leached from 
the manure to pass directly into the soil. 

But oa account of wet fields and other 
difficulties this is not always practical dur- 
ing the winter season. Then crimes the 
question of how best to preserve this valu- 
able by-product of the farm. There are 
at least two very g >od methods of doing 
this; (1) By leaving the manure packed air- 
tight in the stable, and (2) by means of 
covered manure pits. 

The first, like the growing of black- 
berries, is doue almost by the piocess ol 
omission. It is only necessary to keep the 
moisture and bedding regulated and the 
horse himself will do the rest. There 
should not be too much bedding and tha 
moisture should be sufficient to keep out 
air and prevent fermentation. This is a 
very good plan when the stalls are large 
enough to hold the manure lor a consider- 
able len ^thof lime. 

'The manure pit is a necessity on any 
farm where live stock is kept. There must 
be some place foe the manure dropped in 
the barn lot, for the waste manure under 
tlie barn shed and for the manure which 
must from time to time be takea from tin 
stalls. 

The thing to 4o is io build a rectangu- 
lar concrete pit, large enough te hold what 
manure you have, aod place over it a good 
substantial cover. Dump your manure in- 
to this pit and moisten to picvenl fermen- 
tation. The concrete prevents the leaching 
and the cover keeps out the rain and the 
sun It is a good idea to let the cattle 
have access to the pit in order that the 
manuie may be more firmly packed. The 
cow aud horse manure should be dumped 
into the pit together. The sheds are some 
times provided with guttering so that the 
maqure may be moistened with the rain. — 
Southern Agriculturiet.

tutes sold is sufficient to make the to 
tnl amount of substitutes. Including 
those mixed In flours, equal to the to- 
tal amount In whent flour In the mixed 
flour. For lusrance. If any mixed flour 
Is purchased containing (10 per rent 
wheat flour aud 40 per cent, suhstl 
tutes it Is necessary that an additional 
20 per cent, of substitutes lie pur 
chased. This brings It to the Imsls ol 
one pound of substitutes for each 
pound of wheat flour. 

A special exemption mny he granted 
upon application In the case of special 
ly prepared In funis' and Invalids’ food 
containing Hour where the necessity If 
shown. 

Some misunderstanding seems to ex 
1st on the part of consumers In nsstitn 
tng that with the purchase of wheat 
flour one must confine the additional 
50 per cenL purchase to one of the 
substitutes. This is not the ruse. Out 
may select from the entire range ol 
substitutes a sufficient Amount of each 
to bring the total weight of all suhstl 
tutes equal to the weight of the wheat 
flour purchased. For Instance, If a 
purchase of 24 pounds of whent flour 
Is made a range of substitutes may be 
selected us follows: 

Cornmeal. 8 pounds; corn grits, 4 
pounds; rice, 4 pounds; buckwheat, 2 
pounds: corn starch, 1 pound; hominy, 
2 pounds; rolled oats, 3 pounds. 

These substitutes mny be used In 
the following manner: 

Cornmeal. 8 Pounds. — Com bread, no 
flour: corn tuufllns or spoon brend 
one-fourth flour or one-tldrd rice oi 
ono-thlrd hominy; 20 per conL suhstl 
rates In whole bread. 

Corn Starch, 1 Pound — Thickening 
gravy, making custard, one-third suh 
stltute In cuke. 

Corn Grits. 4 Pounds.— Fried like 
mush, used with meal Id muklng corn 
bread. 

Rolled (bits, 3 Pounds.— One-fourth 
to one-third substitutes In bread, one 
half substitute In mufllna; breakfast 
porridge, use freely ; oatmeal cookies, 
onitucnl soup. 

Buckwheat Flour, 2 Pounds.— One- 
rnurlli substitute In breud. buckwheat 
; cakes. 

Hominy, 2 Pounds.— Boiled for din 
ner, baked for dinner, with cheese 
sauce.

American Meat Restrictions fte 
laxed to Effect Greater 
Wheat Savings.

Meat Supply Here Considerably Eli. 
larged — Food Administration, 
However, Warns Against 
Waste. 



The allies have made further and 
thcreused demands for breadstuff* 
these enlarged demands being caused 
to some degree by shortage In arrivals 
from the Argentine. It Is, therefore, 
necessary for the V S. Pood Admlnls 
trillion to urge a su.) f urther reduction 
in the consumption of bread und bread 
stuffs generally if we are io meet oui 
export necessities. The Food Admin 
1st ration has Issued a statement ex 
plaining the situation in detail, partle 
ularly the reasons which lead It, toi 
the purpose of centering effort for the 
time being upon the cereal situation 
to relax temporarily the restrictions on 
meat consumption. 

Experience shows, this statement 
says, that the consumption of bread 
Stuffs Is Intimately associated with the 
consumption of meat. For various 
reasons our supplies of meat for the 
next two or three months are consld 
erahly enlarged, und we can supply the 
allies with all of the meat products 
which transportation facilities render 
possible and at the same time some 
wlmt increase our own consumption 
in these circumstances the Food Ad 
ministration considers It wise to relax 
the voluntary restrictions on meat con- 
sumption to some extent with a view 
to further decreasing bread cousump 
lion. 

Conservation of food most be ad- 
justed to meet necessities from time to 
time, for neither production, nor al- 
lied demands ure constant factors, nor 
can any of these factors be anticipated 
for long periods in advance In the dls 
•orbed conditions Id which we at pres- 
ent live. While the world slttmflon Is 
not one that warrants any relaxation 
I'j the efforts to eliminate waste or to 
relax economy In food, the Admlnls 
‘.ration desires to secure better adjust 
inetit Ui food balunces 

So long as the present conditions 
continue the only special restrictions 
we ask are the beefless and porkless 
Tuesday. 

The meatless meal and the porkless 
Saturday are no longer asked. 

The fanners of the United States 
are responding to the national cnll to 
Increase hog production. Their In 
crease, to all appearances, Is being at- 
tained more ptpldly. Of more Immfr 
dlute luipbrtafnte, however, are several 
complex factors which have effected 
an Immediate Increase In meat sup 
piles. 

The transportation shortage before 
the government look over the rail 
roads, the had weather in January and 
curly in Fehruury, the large percent 
age ol Immature corn In the lust har- 
vest and the necessity of feeding this 
corn us rupldly as possible to save It 
from decay, have not only resulted In 
hacking up the animals — particularly 
hogs — on the farms for a longer pe- 
riod of feeding, but have resulted In n 
great Increase in their average weight 
and will result, with Improved trails 
pm latlon conditions, which already ap 
pear, in larger thun normal arrivals ai 
market for the oext two or three 
months. The weight of hogs coming 
to the market for the past two weeks 
indicates an Increase In weight of 
from an uvenige of 203 pounds Iasi 
year to the almost unprecedented 
average of 232 pounds, or a net In 
crease In their meat value of over 15 
pet cent. This Is a distinct addition 
io the nation's meat supply. It there- 
fore now seems certain that we have 
each enlarged supplies for at least 
*ume months to come, flint we enn not 
only Increase our exports to the allies 
to the full extent of their transporta- 
tion facilities, but at tbe same time 
••an properly Increase our domestic 
consumption. 

The response of the public to our re- 
guests for reduced consumption ol 
meat during the past few months hus 
been most gratlfylug, und this service 
alone lias enabled the government dur- 
ing this period to provide such sup- 
plies ns transportntlon to the allies 
permitted. 

The Administration also suggests 
that In those parts of the country 
where the old fashioned home preser- 
vation of pork la still the custom, this 
' ractlce should be extended at the 
present time, ns It will relieve the bur- 
den upon transportation to und from 
•he packing houses and Is economical- 
ly sound us saving the cost of packing 
operations and ut the same tlmu will 
provide home supplies of pork to last 
over the inontha of decreased supplies. 

The Food Administration desires to 
repeat that It does not want to give 
• he Impression that these are times 
when simplicity and moderation of liv- 
ing are not critically necessary, but 
that Its sole desire Is to secure an ad- 
histment between our different food 
supplies and meet changing conditions 
from tltne to time and to keep the pub- 
lic fully and frankly advised of Its 
position with the full confidence and 
reliance that whenever It becomes nee- 
saury renewed appeuls for saving will 
•net :he same loyal response as in lha 
past.
